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Town meeting runs over ten hours

WILMINGTON - The wheels 
of democracy ground to a halt 
at Saturday’s town meeting, 
taking nearly ten hours to 
complete, with five hours 
alone dedicated to the 13 bud- 
get articles. 293 members at 
the highest count passed a $77 
million budget passed ‘after 
considerable debate, as well 
as capital purchases for sev- 
eral departments, a secure 
future for Wilmington’s water 
supply, a new marijuana 
bylaw, much more.

“We have a very conserva- 

tive budget,” said Finance 
Committee Chairman John 
Doherty before debate began. 
“There are no fees, layoffs, 
and it maintains the services 
provided.” 
Debate on Article 5, began 
with resident Kevin 
MacDonald commenting that 
there are too many raises, 
stating there are is “an over- 
abundance of people working 
for the town,” and called for a 
hiring freeze. 

“I'm going 


said Town Moderator James 
Stewart. “All we're voting on 
is the department budgets.” 

Town Manager Michael 
Caira noted that any salary 
increases are step or longevi- 
ty only, no cost of living or 
merit raises. 

“Many people are losing 
jobs or have their jobs cut 
back. People are on the brink 
of losing houses. For many 
people it is a depression,” 
said MacDonald. “This isn’t 
personal. People in this town 
have pensions, benefits, and

Mrs. Linnehan took the floor

That motion did not 
receive a second. 

On and on it went, with 
MacDonald rising 68 times, 
by far more than any other 
town meeting attendee, 
throughout the day. He called

The Rain in the Swain

WILMINGTON - The rain in 
the Swain falls mainly in the 
basement, or more accurate- 
ly, it accumulates there ren- 
dering the school’s bathrooms 
unusable. That revelation, 
among others, turned the 
preservation tide at Town 
Meeting Saturday. 

Ultimately, after more than 
an hour of debate, the Swain 
School will be demolished 
after proper removal of 
asbestos in the structure. 

Several residents went to 
Town Meeting intending to 
vote to preserve the Swain 
School but were torn by vigor- 
ous debate on the matter than 
ranges between demolishing 
the school, to saving the 
building for a future use that 
would benefit the town. 

Resident Jerry O'Reilly pro- 
posed an amendment to the 
article calling for the removal 
of all the asbestos tiles at the 
Swain School and assessing 


the future use of the building 
The motion, which was round- 
ly seconded, simply removed 
the portion pertaining to 
demolishing the School 
O'Reilly noted that potential 
renovation plans have been 
estimated by three different 
groups to return the Swain 
back to a useable state rang- 
ing in cost from $1.5 million to 
$4.5 million. The amendment 
was designed to put demoli- 
tion on hold until a real cost 
estimate be definitively deter- 


Frank West, who attended 
the Finance Committee hear- 
ing and the Board of 
Selectmen meeting the week 
before Town Meeting, quoted 
a letter to the Town Crier in 
which the Historical 
Commission wanted a few 
concessions should the Swain 
School come down including 
retaining the frieze, preserv- 
ing the 1914 establishment 
date, and that they would like

to be involved in plans for any 
new buildings or uses for that 
site. 

Citing other local projects 
that restored older buildings 
to modern uses, West encour- 
aged residents to preserve the 
school using grant monies 
available as part of the 
Stimulus package. West also 
encouraged residents to 
approve the amendment and 
give some committees a 
chance to look into the matter 
and properly study the struc- 
ture for future use. 

Another resident rose in 
support of the measure, call- 
ing it a no-brainer to remove 
the asbestos but keep. the 
options open for future use. 

“We should preserve that 
last vestige of our past,” said 
the resident. 

Kathy Reynolds, speaking 
on behalf of the Historical 
Commission, said that the 
Swain contributes to the 
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When Wilmington had windmills 
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The tower also provided a 
hoist point for pulling the 
pump up out of the well shaft.

Father Earley 


The parishioners of Saint 
Thomas of Villanova would 
like to congratulate Father 
Phil Earley on celebrating his 
35th anniversary as an 
ordained _ priest.

I, too, had never seen 
this bird before. 

The male was rose colored 
with black wings with white 
stripes, the female was sort of 
olive with black wings with 
white stripes. I took the liber- 
ty to forward Jack’s pictures 
to Mass Audubon. They 
replied that the birds were 
White-winged Crossbills and 
were rare in this area. Their 
normal range is extreme 
northern NH, and Maine, up 
into Canada to Hudson Bay

forward them to you.

Gary Donovan stopped by 
my house on April 27, to 
report he had seen an oriole 
on Chestnut St., within 15 
minutes after Gary left, there

that attract hummers are the 
trumpet honeysuckle, good 
for small areas and the all 
time favorite for hummers, 
the orange trumpet vine. The 
trumpet vine will grow quite 
large during the summer sea- 
son. I have a yellow trumpet 
vine, hummers don’t go near 
it, on the side of a shed, the 


If you plan to expand or 
rearrange your flower garden 
and if you don’t have any, try 
cone flowers. There are sever- 
al new colors available, yel- 
low, orange, lime, green, pink, 
white and the most common, 
purple. These plants are 
perennial, bloom all summer 
into fall and if you don’t clean 
up your garden until spring, 
the goldfinches will pick 
apart the seed heads all win- 
ter. ‘ 
We all know that butterflies 
are not birds but, they do fly

vine grows up over the roof, I 
cut off all the new growth 
each fall and the vine will re- 
cover the shed roof each sum- 
mer, the orange trumpet will 
do the same. 

Two bushes that attract 
hummers are the weigela 
and flowering = quince. 
Depending on Whether you 
want to share, you can plant a 
blueberry bush. Keep netting 
over them when they start to 
ripen, when you have had 
your fill, remove netting and 
robins, catbirds, mocking- 
birds and many other birds 
will make sure no blueberries 
go to waste. 

All of these suggestions 
depend on a couple of fac- 
tors, ability to dig and space, 
Here’s a hint, if you have the 
space, with Mother’s and 
Father’s Days coming up, 


and birds eat them. If you 


have a section of land that, 


you let go to nature, let the 
milkweed grow. The monarch 
butterfly, large bright orange 
and black and the swallowtail 
buttery, large yellow and 
black, lay there eggs only on 
milkweed. The larvae feed on 
the milkweed leaves. If you 
have milkweed, check them, 
usually after they bloom, 
check the scent also. You may 
find small fuzzy orange and 
black or yellow and black 
caterpillars chewing on the 
leaves. 

Last year I had 25+caterpil- 
lars on one milkweed plant. 
When they reach a certain 
size they will disappear, form 
a chrysalis, usually up under 
a protected area, I have found 
them where the wood of my 
house extends over the foun- 
dation. The monarch 
chrysalis is emerald green. If 
you don’t have orwant milk- 
weed, yotkcan plant a butter- 
fly bush, blooms all summer 
and has a great scent. The 
butterfly bush can grow very 
large but, if you cut it back

Gagnon's office on Main St, 
the tree which hangs over 
part of the 
Russo/Cavanaugh —_ funeral, 
Home Parking lot. It pro- 
duces berries which draw: 
crows, robins, orioles, cat- 
birds, mocking birds and star- 
lings, sometimes there are: 
near one hundred birds at a’ 
time. , 
“The big Drawback to the 
mulberry is that if not pruned: 
can grow to 20-30 feet, and 
can be very messy, between 
berries falling on the ground 
and bird droppings, which 
tend to be purple. This tree 
needs to be located away, 
from your house and drive~ 
way. I do have a spot for one; 
and have ordered it. The tree: 
is self pollinating. 

The last gardening tip, 
which some will already. 
know is about: 
Rhododendrons. -If' your. 
Rhododendron has gotten to. 
large for its area, right after, 
it blooms and if you want; 
blooms next year, cut it back’ 
to whatever size you want it 
to be. It will look pretty sad; 
for a while but new growth: 
will appear and by the end of: 
summer it will be all filled out 
with new buds for next year’s 
blooms. 

I saw one in North Reading 
a few years ago that was cut 
back so hard that there was: 
only leaf on it. By the end of 
summer it was completely 
filled out. The following 
spring, one flower. The next 
year it was covered with 
blooms.

for an end to the overtime 
budget for the fire depart- 
ment, proposed ‘eliminating 
public safety central dis- 
patch, and eliminating engi- 
neers from the Department of 
Public Works. Most of his sug- 
gestions were geared toward 
saving the town money and 
offered a cautionary tone 
whenever borrowing or 
spending was up for discus- 
sion. Several times, however, 
his’ comments became so 
incendiary the detail officer 
at the meeting, Chip Bruce, 
adopted a posture ready to 
remove him due to his incen- 
diary comments. 

By early evening debate 
finally turned to the future of 


Wilmington’s water supply 


and connection to the 
Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority. Caira 
introduced the article and 
indicated that part of the rea- 
son the town is moving for- 
ward quickly on this issue is 
because it will remove some 
of the stress from the Ipswich 
River Basin. He added that 
the move would also bring 
fewer restrictions and more 
cost savings. 

“If you vote no on this then 
your costs will actually 
increase,” said  Caira. 
Further, Caira said that mov- 
ing into the MWRA could be 
done without issuing debt and 
that any increase in the water 
rate will be “de minimis.” 

‘The town has $1.8 million in 
reserve that will be used to 
mitigate water rate increases. 

Caira said that tying into 
the MWRA does not in any- 
way reduce what he sees as 
Olin’s responsibility to the 
town. “We will continue to 
pursue that.” 

“If you vote for this then its 
like marrying a gold-digger 
and getting the shaft,” said 
MacDonald colorfully, draw- 
ing chuckles from seated vot- 
ers, Raising concern over an 
alleged $36 million increase in 
the interest payments on 
MWRA debt MacDonald said, 
“This will be financial sui- 
cide. We do not want to be 
paying their bills.” 


Representative James 


Miceli rose in favor of the 
motion saying, “We've 
exhausted our options. 
Everybody understands the 


emergency. 

The town has been receiving 
water from the MWRA for the 
last seven years. Continuing 
on that path without a mem- 
bership would have 
Wilmington paying higher 
premiums, making it cheaper 
overall to become permanent 
members. 

But some residents really 
value water independence 
and several spoke on tawn 
meeting floor wanting to see 
the town look at land in North 
Wilmington for well sites that 
would replace the ones conta- 
minated. Water and Sewer 
Superintendent Michael 
Woods reminded voters that 
state environmental regula- 
tors prohibited the town of 
Wilmington from drilling any 
new wells, 

Additionally, the town paid 
$500,000 for a comprehensive 
water resource plan, which 
looked at the North 
Wilmington area yet found no 
good source of water there. 

The vote to join the MWRA 
passed and a motion to recon- 
sider failed. To preclude a 
later overturn, a technique 
often employed, a citizen who 
voted in the majority will call 
for reconsideration, stating 
that they have changed their 
mind. Once “reconsidered”, if 
voted the same way, the arti- 
cle can not be reconsidered 
again. Thus locking the vote. 

In other articles, the Town 
passed Article 6 with plans to 
purchase four replacement 
police cruisers for $119,700, a 
new ambulance and aerial 
ladder truck for the Fire 
Department for $180,000 and 
$975,000 respectively. The 
School Department will pur- 
chase and install a handi- 
capped accessible chairlift 
for $19,500 and replace a 
heavy-duty truck for the Tree 
Division and a new sidewalk 
plow for the Highway Division 
for a total of $308,300. * 

With the passage of Article 7 
the Fire Department will pur- 
chase a new Emergency 
Medical Services -computer. 


Article 8 will spend $138,850 
for technology at the high 
school to fund smart boards, 
projectors, and replacement 
computers. Article 9 gets a 
new fire alarm system for the 
Wildwood School at $60,000 
and Article 10 spends $150,000 
for an upgraded fire alarm at 
the Shawsheen School. Article 
11 will remove and replace 
existing vinyl asbestos tile at 
the Woburn Street School for 
$235,400 and Article 12 will 
replace the windows at the 
Shawsheen School for 
$715,000. 

Debate on the Swain School 
lasted nearly two hours (see 
article: The Rain in Swain). 

Articles 14 through 28 
passed, including the new 
marijuana bylaw, the new 
trench safety bylaw, and the 
new Comprehensive Storm 
water Management by-law 
that was amended to require 
Storm Water Management 
permits for activities that dis- 
turb or alter 20,000 square 
feet of "land instead of the 
originally proposed 10,000. 

Articles 29, 30, 37, 38, 39, 41 
and 42 were withdrawn and 
passed over. Jim Miceli 
removed Article 30 telling 
members of the press that he 
decided to withdraw the mea- 
sure because, having been in 
session vigorously in recent 
weeks due to the budget, he 
did not have time to fully pre- 
pare before Town Meeting. He 
stated that he would bring it 
back in another meeting 
down the road. 

Articles 32 and 33, which 
were aimed at reducing the 
property tax by 20 percent 
and eliminating all teacher 
tenure, were both defeated. 
They were also both proposed 
by Kevin MacDonald. His 
other article, 31, failed to 
receive a second and was 
passed over. 

A Neighborhood rezoning in 
Article 35 passed as well as 
the takeover of a sanitary 
sewer pumping station with 
the adoption of Article 36. 
Article 40 also passed.

Several peo- 
ple stood up before the audi- 
ence asking the school 
administration to take man- 
agement training so future 
situations such as the Bruce 
case could be handled differ- 
ently. However, ‘Town 
Moderator Jim Stewart told 
the group lined up at the 
microphone that “this body 
does not have the ability to 
tell the School Department 
how to spend its money. This 
body can only appropriate a 
bottom line number.” 

Thus frustration started to 
set in with the tax-payers, 
who felt as if their voices 
could not be heard, starting 
with the School Committee 
and now at the Town 
Meeting. 


Wilmington resident Maria 
Mearls asked Town Manager 
Mike Caira for his guidance 
on the situation. 

“Where do we go when we 
want to speak up,” she asked. 
“Who can help us? Mr, Caira 
can you help me? Because 
there is an issue not (being) 
addressed and (there is) no 
place to go (where town offi- 
cidls) will listen.”

ing. 

She added that personnel 
matters are “totally the 
purview of principals with the 
support of the superinten- 
dent,” before adding, “I was 
sorry I had shut people 
down,” She then asked that in 
the future for people bring 
issues they may have to the 
School Committee before- 
hand. The next School 
Committee meeting is set for 
Wednesday, May 13th. 

Bruce - who has not been 
told a reason besides “princi- 


pal’s decision” that his 2009 
assistant coach's contract is 
not being renewed ~ filed a 
grievance through the 
Wilmington Teachers Union 
to receive an explanation and 
have his duties reinstated. 
That grievance was rejected 
by Tracy last week and Bruce 
will now proceed with step 
two of the process which is a 
meeting with Benton. Tracy 
and Benton have declined to 
discuss the issue publicly, 
saying that it is a personnel 
matter. Still, Bruce remains 
optimistic that he can at least 
receive an explanation of why 
he is asked not to come back 
to the athletic department. 

"The only reason I'm both- 
ering is because (coaching) 
is a passion. It's not a job," 
Bruce said. "I just can't 
accept that the biggest part 
of my life is gone. And the 
kids won't quit on me, so I 
won't quit on them. 

“I know that I work for the 
police department and for the 
school as a coach, but I’ve 
always thought that I work 
for the kids of this town and 
their parents are the ones 
who pay me.”

With the newest round 
of the HINi virus currently 
sweeping the globe, the gov- 
ernment has been criticized 
for doing too much and too 
little while using all available 
scientific knowledge. 

However, back in 1976, 
another strain of the. HIN1 
virus emerged. This strain 
came from China and made 
its way to America, specifi- 
cally Fort Dix, New Jersey. 
Once it reached the States, 
the government began warn- 
ing residents and began 
pushing a vaccine. In fact, 
the vaccine was heavily 
pushed for those who worked 
in the healthcare industry or 
with children. 
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One of those people who 
was pushed toward getting the 
vaccine was local Attorney 
Jim Murray. Murray, who cur- 
rently resides in Wilmington, 
was a teacher at the 
Southeast Regional 
Vocational School in Easton, 
Mass. It was strongly suggest- 
ed, due to his working with 
children, that he get vaccinat- 
ed. 


According to Murray, "It 
(the vaccine) was not pretty. I 
got pneumonia in both lungs, 
lost my voice, was sick for 
nine months, and hospital-

ized." 
In his opinion, the flu 
strain going around at that 
time was not as bad as the 
government made it out to be. 
"I don’t believe the epi- 
demic existed," Murray stat- 
ed. "It was a one time thing, 
the flu never developed." 
According to the. CDC 
(Center for Disease Control), 
"The single swine influenza 
death loomed large, although 
most cases were mild . . . but 
the association of swine 
influenza virus with the most 
devastating pandemic in 
memory was widely speculat- 
ed in the news media. Slightly 
more than a month after the 
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outbreak, no evidence sug- 
gested that a pandemic would 
or would not occur . . ." 

How the virus came from 

overseas to the US is not 
entirely clear, though Murray 
recalls the possibility that a 
soldier carried it over. 
Like the version back in 
the late 70s, today’s swine 
flu is turning out to be 
less than the government 
expected. As of now, of 
the 403 reported cases in 
the US, one death has 
been reported, a 23-month 
old baby who came from 
Mexico to Texas. In 
Massachusetts, there were six 
reported cases, plus many 
more unconfirmed (including 
a patient at the Winchester 
Hospital). 

Murray believes that back 
in the 70s, after everything 
blew over, the government 
basically swept things under 
the rug. There was never 
really admittance that they 
had blown things out of pro- 
portion; rather, they merely 
acknowledge that the virus 
wasn’t as bad as they feared. 

Murray remembers com- 
mercials aimed to warn resi- 
dents of the deadly virus, per- 
haps as a way to push the vac- 
cine believed to be necessary. 
According to published 
reports, due to the virus 
resembling the same one 
from 1957 only those that 
were under 23 really needed 
to be vaccinated. However, 
due to his teaching children, 
it was suggested to Murray 
that he get the vaccination. 

Once he began getting 
sick, he was in and out of 
work until he eventually had 
to leave, "I felt like I was run- 
ning on half cylinders," 
Murray remembers. "I was 
sick during summer camp, 


Even though it took him 
years to recover from the 
HIN1 vaccination, Murray 
still believes that flu shots are 
a good thing. He even 
approves of the way the cur- 
rent administration is han-

Murray stated he was a 
healthy man with a big 
voice, but once he got that 
vaccine he lost his voice and 
developed bronchitis. It took 
him 5-10 years before he lost 
the bronchitis, but the big 
voice seems to be gone forev- 
er, 

It's impossible to say 
whether the current strand 
of HIN1 will continue to 
develop into a pandemic or 
whether it will eventually die 
out. "They’re taking a 
smarter approach now," 
noted Murray. 

His one goal, as stated in 
the telephone interview, is to 
locate any teachers who 
received the vaccine and 
find out what happened to 
them afterward. If any of 
them became as sick as he 
did, it's possible they may be 
wondering the same thing.

“WOLVERINE” DOESN’T LIVE UP TO ITS. POTENTIAL 


They work hard to bring life to their roles. Unfortunately 
this 4th X-Men movie lacks some of the action expected. 


“X-MEN ORIGINS: 
WOLVERINE” 
GRADE: ** 


Hugh Jackman is so into 
his character in “X-Men 
Origins: Wolverine" that he 
appears on the verge of a 
cardiac —_ event when 
Wolverine shows the full 
force of his rage. If only 
those making the movie put 
the same sort of effort into 
their jobs. 

This film, a prequel that 
is actually the fourth in the 
series of ‘X-Men’ movies, is 
another action film that 
doesn't live up to its poten- 
tial. It wil still generate a 
ton of money (over $80 mil- 
lion in its opening week- 
end), but it could have been 
better. Much better. 

Jackman and Liev 
Schreiber, who plays 
Wolverine's _ half-brother, 
both work hard at their 
roles, bringing the charac- 
ters to life believably, and 
want "Wolverine" to be 
great. 

Schreiber's character, 
Victor, a few years older 
than Logan (Wolverine's 
real name), maximizes his 
canine teeth and pointy fin- 
gernails and ascends hills 
and buildings in a catlike 
fashion as Logan slashes 
and rips with the blades 
that emerge from his fists. 

Victor and Logan, who 
were born in the first part of 
the 19th century, fight 
together in the Civil War, 
where Victor is the loosest 
cannon, and later in 
Vietnam, where Victor goes 


full whack job. 

Immune to bullets, the 
brothers are recruited as 
part of a special military 
team led by Col. Stryker 
(Danny Huston). The team 
also features master 
swordsman Wade Wilson 
(Ryan Reynolds, bringing 
the film its only hints of 
humor, despite the presence 
of later would-be comic 
bits). 

Given this is an action 
film, it’s surprising that 
some of the weakest 
moments are the fight 
scenes. In. the moments 
leading . up to them, 
Jackman and Schreiber 
look ready to tear a whole 
city apart. But when the 
overly dynamic scene that 
follows offers figures who 
could be anybody, really, the 
intensity evaporates, as 
stuntmen and __ special 
effects take over. 

Wolverine is an interest- 
ing character, and with the 
amount of money this film 
genertes, there is sure to be 
a sequel. Hopefully, they'll 
get it right next time.

(WOBURN) 

“Though some aspects of 
the plan were scrutinized, 
the concept of a connector 
road that would separate 
the commercial and resi- 
dential sections of Dragon 
Court in East Woburn was 
mostly viewed favorably at 
a special City Council meet- 
ing Wednesday night,” notes 
the Woburn edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Through the Woburn 
Redevelopment Authority 
(WRA), the city is seeking a 
grant from the state to build 
a 600-foot road that would 
connect Constitution Way to 
Dragon Court, just north of 
Florence Terrace. 

“Vehicles traveling to the 
northern industrial end of 
Dragon Court would have to 
use Commerce Way to get to 
the area, creating less 
havoc for the neighbors who 
live on the southerly end, 
the primary access to which 
is Washington Street. 

“The true intent is to 
separate once and for all 
the residential area from 
the industrial area, said 
Ward 5 Alderman Darlene 
Mercer-Bruen, whose dis- 
trict includes Dragon Court 


and Constitution Way.

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“Dragon Court is located 
off Washington Street, near 
the Reading line. There 
have been issues for years 
with trucks and other vehi- 
cles traveling through the 
residential area to get.to the 
handful of mostly small and 
medium-scale businesses.

“Residents, elected and 
appointed officials, and resi- 
dents gathered in the audi- 
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torium at Town Hall to tack- 
le warrant articles in the 
last opportunity for public 
debate before hitting town 
meeting floor May 9,” notes 
the “Wilmington Town 
Crier.” 

“The Planning Board 
went first with a series of 
related articles, beginning 
with the new 
Comprehensive Stormwater 
Management bylaw, in 
Article 28. Planning and 
Conservation Director 
Carole Hamilton introduced 
the bylaws as a necessary 
step in compliance with a 
federal mandate. 

“The bylaw offers a two- 
tier process geared at con- 
struction projects disturb- 
ing between 600 -10,000 
square feet and those dis- 
turbing more than 10,000 
square feet.

It was pointed out “that 
officials are already subject 
to state ethics laws and 
elected officials must com- 
ply with campaign finance 
laws. However, this article 
would require a more proac- 
tive approach so citizens 
would know in advance how 
their elected officials stand.

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Tips and tricks for fitting more fiber in your child's diet 


Fiber is an essential component of a healthy diet, keep- 
ing the digestive system moving smoothly. Too often adults 
and especially children are lacking in the amount of fiber 
their bodies need. 

For years, "Age Plus 5" was the standard for determin- 
ing the daily grams of fiber recommended for children. 
The American Academy of Pediatrics (AAP) adopted this 
simple guideline to help parents navigate the grocery 
aisles and plan healthy meals for their families. With the 
old fiber formula, a 5-year-old needed 10 grams of fiber 
while an older child, say 10-years-old, needed 15. Now, how- 
ever, new guidelines, recently adopted by the AAP in their 
2009 Pediatric Handbook, significantly increased the rec- 
ommended daily fiber requirement — a move promoted by 
the multiple health benefits of fiber including improving 
gastrointestinal function and creating a feeling of "full- 
ness."

Fiber is a type of carbohydrate found in plant foods that 
humans cannot absorb or digest. According to Liz Weiss, 
MS, RD, co-author of The Moms' Guide to Meal 
Makeovers, "Foods that are rich in fiber include things like 
fruits, vegetables, whole grain breads and cereals, beans, 
and nuts. The challenge that many busy moms face, how- 
ever, is actually getting their kids to eat these foods happi- 
ly and without complaint.” 


A recent survey found that while nearly 90 percent of 
moms know fiber is an important component of a healthy 
diet for children, over half don't know how many grams of 
fiber children are supposed to consume each day. The new 
guidelines are designed to clarify that issue, but what's a 
parent to do when their child refuses vegetables or freaks 
at the sight of whole wheat bread? Weiss offers eight mom- 
tested, kid-approved tips and tricks for filling in the fami- 
ly fiber gap: 


* Opt for whole grain ready-to-eat and hot breakfast 
cereals. If the kids say, "no way," preferring refined cereal 
instead, compromise by mixing the two together. You'll be 
halfway to better nutrition and more fiber. 

* Offer fiber-rich fresh or dried fruit before the usual 
carb-based foods make their way to the table. Kids often 
wake up hungry, so present them with naturally sweet fruit 
first when their stomachs are growling 

* Give your kids an @xtra fiber boost with new Pedia-
